Hill confirmed his 
determination to launch a 
new-look national league 
as planned on September 
30 with 12 teams playing 
three rounds, 

His statement came 
after a day of discussions 
with the Victorian Soccer 
Federation and calls for 
the NSW Federation to 
vote against a proposed 
amendment to reduce the 
national league from 14 
to 12 teams. 

NSW Federation 
president Peter Gray also 
said last week a NSW 
board meeting had been 
brought forward to 
tomorrow (Wednesday) 
at-which the issue would 
be discussed as part of the 
agenda, 

“We will be discussing 
whether to approve a 
change of articles to 
switch to a 12 team 
national competition,” he 
said. A 

“At the moment 
though, the main thing is 
to look at the future of 
the game in this country 
and consider the way the 
sport is suffering through 
all this court action. 

“I’m also disappointed 
with Parramatta president 
Sam Vella’s comments 
about our board meeting 
and I think he should 
Tesign. 

“He has breached the 
confidentiality of the 
board. There should be 
only one spokesman for 
soccer in NSW on 
decisions made in the 
board room.” 

VSF chairman Henry

Siwka said the VSF 
wanted the Victorian 
clubs reinstated and 
would be voting that way 
at any meeting. 

The Victorian clubs 
have already won a 
partial victory with the 
Federal Court preventing 
Soccer Australia from 
promoting any league, 
which does not include 
the axed clubs, until the 
matter is resolved in the 
courts, 

A meeting of Soccer 
Australia stakeholders 
will be held on September 
13 where 75 per cent of 
the 60 votes will be 
needed to approve the 
amendment. 

“Provided we’re not 
frustrated further, we are 
very close to being able 
to guarantee a further $1 
million to start the season 
from a combination of 
pay-tv and national 
sponsorship revenue,” 
said Hill. 

“This will be enough to 
guarantee the league 
against any losses in its 
first year. The old 14 
team NSL had proved to 
be a hard sell and it would 
tequire $1 million from 
Soccer Australia to prop 
up its losses. 

“We can’t continue to 
do that. It will send us 
broke. If we are frustrated 
in introducing the 12- 
team competition either 
by litigation or vote 
resistance and have to 
Tevert to 14 teams, the 
clubs will have to cover 
the losses.” 

Hill said the issue had 
become a question of 
whether soccer had the 
Tesolve to continue to 
progress forward or go 
backwards, 

He agreed the current 
dispute was not good for 
soccer and was not 
helping the marketing or 
selling of sponsorship 
Tights.

The system, in principle 
the same as Australia’s, is 
Meant to protect the jobs of 
British sportsmen. 

What matters first and 
most is ancestry. Holding a 
passport from a European 
Union country means a 
player can just walk in. 

Among Australians, this is 
most likely to help. 
footballers. 

Steve Corica, who’s also 
joining Leicester, has an 
Italian passport; Stan 
Lazarides, who’s going to 
West Ham, has a Greek one. 

Robbie Slater, who’s just 
joined West Ham from 
Blackburn, has no problems 


because he’s got a British 
passport. Even having a 
British grandparent is usually 
sufficient.

Adelaide to host 
Olympic qualifiers 


The Australian Under 23 team’s hopes of 
competing at next year’s ‘Atlanta 
Olympics have been boosted by a decision 
to give the Olyroos home advantage for 
January’s Oceania qualifiers, 

An Oceania Football Confederation (OFC) 
official in New Zealand said last week he OFC 
had selected Australia to host the five-nation 
tournament involving New Zealand, Tahiti, 
Fiji and Vanuatu. 

Soccer Australia had voted on Adelaide as 
the venue for Australia’s bid, 

The OFC considered submissions relating 
to hotel accommodation, ground facilities and 
ease of travel. 

Auckland was originally picked as host but 
New Zealand pulled out in April because of 
financial problems, 

The news is a timely boost to the Olyroos 
who were comprehensively beaten 3-0 by 
their Saudi Arabia conterparts in a friendly in 
Taif City last Friday. 

OFC official Anne King said the winner of 
the round-robin tournament would play the 
second placed team from the north and 
central American CONCACAF group in a 
two-leg. play-off in May for a place at the 
Olympics. 

“New Zealand was originally selected as 
the country with the best financial package 
but after Auckland pulled out Australia won 
the vote,” King said. 

“New Zealand soccer has been going 
through a period of transition and they 
decided it wasn’t the right time for them to 
hold this tournament.” 


South Australian Soccer Federation official 
Monique Hillier said all matches would be 
played at Adelaide City’s 12,000-capacity 
Hindmarsh Stadium from January 13 to 31. 

Nations will play every opponent twice in 
the 20-game tournament contested as 10 
double-header matches. 

This will give home supporters the chance 
to see Australia in action on eight of the 10 
competition days. 

Soccer Australia spokesman Scott Crebbin 
said Wollongong had entered a bid for the 
Olympic qualifying tournament following its 
staging of an international double-header 
early this year involving under-23 teams from 
Australia, Japan, South Korea and Denmark. 

“Adelaide put forward the better financial 
package,” Crebbin said. 

Olyroo deputy coach Les Scheinflug said 
the team’s overseas-based players — Glasgow 
Rangers defender Craig Moore, Dynamo 
Zagreb striker Mark Viduka, Bristol City 
striker Paul Agostino and Nottingham Forest 
inidfielder Anthony Carbone — would be 
Teleased by their clubs seven days before the 
opening qualifying match. 

The CONCACAF group includes Mexico, 
Honduras, Costa Rica, El Salvador, Canada, 
Barbados, Bermuda, Cuba and Puerto Rico. 
The US automatically qualifies as Olympic 
host nation, 

The Olyroos came fourth at the Barcelona 
Olympics after beating Holland in the final 
two-leg qualifying round, Australia missed out 
on a bronze medal after losing 1-0 to Ghana 
in the third and fourth place play-off.

How many teams are the 
excellent players distributed 
amongst? How many weak 
teams should play in the 
NSL? Looking at this 
consideration and assuming 
no influx or exodus of 
players, it is obvious that the 
fewer the teams in the league 
the higher the standard of the 
league. The super league 
problems in Australian 
Rules, Rugby League and 
Rugby Union involves an 
increase in standard with a 
reduction of teams. This has 
brought forward the plans of 
mergers in both Australian 
Rules in Melbourne and 
Rugby League in Sydney. 


CASUAL FAN 

Although the avid fan will 
support one of the ethnic 
teams, the casual fan will 
only go to a high calibre 
game. Although rugby league 
is the most popular sport in 
NSW, the Sydney Morning 
Herald (July 3, 1995) 
reported that the Australian 
rules crowd of 21,853 was 
almost double the best rugby 
league crowd of the day in 
Sydney. This date indicates 
that a single team in a 
geographic area will draw 
more fans than multiple 
teams over the same 
geographic area. 


Let us look at the smallest 
and Jargest leagues in 
Enrope. Switzerland with an 
eight team league is rated 13 
by FIFA, whereas England 
with a 22 team league is 
rated 21 by FIFA (ABSW 
June 21 1995), Such numbers 
suggest that the national 
team suffers if the few 
excellent players are spread 
amongst a large number of 
teams. 

The reason is that playing 
with weak team mates 
against weak teams does not 
improve the play of the 
superior players; however, 
the playing of strong teams 
with strong team-mates does 
improve their play. 

Another reason the better 
players desire to play in the 
stronger leagues.

England, which does not 
include Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland, has a 
population at about 44 
million with a 20 team 
league. This ratio 44/20 gives 
2.2 million population per 
team. 

Using this ratio for an 
Australian population of 
about 18 million would 
produce about an eight team 
league. 

Other large countries like 
Germany, Italy and Spain 
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have higher ratios (greater 
populations and less teams), 
which suggests less teams. 

Smaller countries like 
Switzerland have a smaller 
ratio with about an eight 
million population with eight 
teams. This ration 8/8 gives 1 
million population per team, 
however, there is no other 
major sport except skiing so 
that soccer has a dominant 
position in the entertainment 
field unlike Australia. 


SELECTION OF 
NATIONAL 
TEAM 


Ghana series had players 
from eight Australian clubs, 
whereas the previous series 
against Japan and Columbia 
had players from nine 
Australian clubs.

In order to maximize the

successful club. But they 
are not the most popular. 
That accolade goes to 
Borussia Dortmund, who 
can claim the most loyal 
following in the country. 

Last season the new 
champions sold a 
Bundesliga record 28,500 
season fickets — more than 
twice as many as Bayern 
(12,000), while their average 
gate was almost equal to the 
42,800 capacity of their 
splendid Westfalen stadion. 

Since the club needs only 
35,000 per league game to 
break even and have 
enjoyed two highly lucrative 
seasons in the UEFA Cup, 
they have no debts and are 
rolling in money. 

The Dortmunder were 
able to finance the return 
from Italy of several top 
class players. in fact, with 
Stefan Reuter, Matthias 
Sammer, Karlheinz Riedle, 
Andy Moller and the 
Brazilian Julio Cesar, half 
the first team is composed of 
ex-ltalian ‘legionaires’, 
whose successful integration 
heiped the side in the past 
four years to always finish 
among the top four in the 
Bundesliga. This remarkable 
consistency -has also 
contributed to the 
enthusiastic support of the 
fans in this city of goal, steel 
and beer. situated close to 
the industrial Ruhr, the 
Dortmunder benefit from a 
large catchment area for 
football fanatics. 

That Borussia deservedly 
won the 1994-95 title there 
can be no doubt. In 25 of the 
34 rounds they led the table. 
They had to wait 32 years 
for the championship crowd, 
their first in the Bundesliga; 
six years had passed since 
their last trophy was 
paraded through the streets, 
the DFB Cup. 

No wonder that in the hour 
of triumph they all cried, 
including the usually cool 
and composed. team 
manager Ottmar Hitzfield. 
Team captain Michael Zorc, 
17 years at the club, 
summed up the feelings of 
everyone: “There was so 
much work involved, we 
deserved the title.” 

Yet, once again the 
yellow-and-blacks trembled 
until the final day. They 
remembered how close they 
had been to the target in 
recent years, never more so 
than in 1992. 

On the last day of that 
season, Dortmund, Eintracht 
Frankfurt and VfB Stuttgart 
were level on points and all 
played away. Frankfurt lost 
at Hansa Rostock, while the 
Dortmunder defeated MSV

Duisburg 1-0 and thought 
they had won the title. 

Then news came through 
that Stuttgart’s captain, 
World Cup star Guido 
Buchwald, had hit the 2-1 
winner against Leverkusen 
four minutes from the end of 
the season to clinch the title 
on goal difference. 


This time around it ail fell 
neatly into place in the final 
round, Dortmund beating 
Hamburg 2-0, while leaders 
Werder Bremen crashed 3-1 
at Bayern Munich.

A deep crisis settled 
over Dortmund when their 
three strikers, Karlheinz 
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Riedle, the Swiss Stephane 
Chapuisat and the Dane 
Flemming Povisen, were all 
put out of action by torn 
cruciate ligaments.

a minor miracle,” said a 
delighted Hitzfeld, who has 
always enjoyed the full 
support of the board. “I have 
won titles in Switzerland, but 
this is my first in Germany. 
The enthusiasm here is just 
unbelievable.” 

Borussia Dortmund were 
founded on December 19, 
1909, six years after the first 
German championship was 
decided. For decades 
German football was 
organised on a regional 
basis. At the end of every 
season the winners and 
runners-up of the major 
regional leagues were drawn 
into. two groups, whose 
winners contested the grand 
Germany final for the 
championship. 

Borussia first became 
champions as late as 1956, 
defended the title 
successfully in 1957 and 
repeated their triumph in 
1963, as the last club under 
the old formula, In that year 
the Bundesliga was 
launched. 

So their present title is the 
first in the fully professional 
federal national league. 

They won the DFB-Cup in 
1965 and 1989 and the 
German Supercup, also in 
1989. In 1966 they became 
the first German club to win 
a European trophy, the Cup- 
winners Cup, beating West 
Ham in the semi-final and 
Liverpool in the final. 

Borussia began the 1994- 
95 season strongly. The 
quarrels among some 
players, provoked by envy 
of the lifestyles of the five 
ex-ltalian mercenaries, who 
made a pile of money 
abroad, were at last stifled 
by the management, who 
weeded out the trouble- 
makers. Everybody started 
pulling in the same direction. 

In. the autumn the 
Dortmunder took over at the 
top and kept their lead at the 
winter break. Their ‘half-time’ 
record of 28 points from 17 
matches had only been 
bettered once before — by 


1860 Munich in 1965-66 
season. The vital factor was 
the top form of their 
experienced players, notably 
sweeper Mathias Sammer, 
rated the top professional in 
the Bundesliga and praised 
by Hiizfeld as “the 
Beckenbauer.of the 1990s.” 

Borussia survived the 
injury crisis in the closing 
stages and triumphed 
deservedly. Now they are 
preparing for their first 
venture in the champions 
League. They will rely on the 
tried and trusted squad 
strengthened by the 
acquisition of international 
stopper Jurgen Kohler from 
Juventus, the talented Czech 
midfielder Patrik Berger from 
Slavia Prague and the 
promising striker Carsten 
Wolters from Second Division 
Wattenscheid. 

The row with 
Monchengladbach over the 
signing of ‘rebel’ striker 
Heiko Herrlich was still 
unresolved. Dortmund were 
hoping to acquire him before 
the August deadline, so he 
would be eligible for the 
Champions League. 

Even so, if Borussia 
recapture the form they 
displayed last season in the 
UEFA Cup, then their 
European rivals better 
watch out. (n extra-time 
against Spain's Deportivo La 
Coruna they looked doomed 
at 2-1 on aggregate but 
scored twice in the last four 
minutes to triumph 3-2.

O OTHER prominent 

European club has 

travelled the road 
from continental 
champions to international 
isolation as rapidly or as 
dramatically as Serbia's 
most successful and 
popular outfit, Crvena 
Zvezda (Red Star) 
Belgrade. 

Four seasons ago, despite 
the country’s civil unrest, 
Belodedici, Jugovic, 
Savicevic, Prosinecki, 
Pancev and others provided 
Yugoslavia with their first 
European Champions Cup. 
They eclipsed, without a 
single defeat, Grasshopper 
Zurich, Rangers, Dynamo 
Dresden, Bayern Munich 
and, in the 100th European 
final, Marseille. 

Between 1956 and 1992, 
Red Star had become one of 
the most eminent powers on 
the Continent, participating 
33 times in all three UEFA 
club competitions (then, only 
Real Madrid had played 
more). They reached ninth 
place on the European all- 
time performance table, with 
46 wins, 13 draws and 27 
defeats. 

During the past five 
decades — the club 
celebrates their 50th 
anniversary this year — their 
contribution and dominance 
went far beyond their 
accumulation of trophies. 

Red Star were highly 
respected abroad, 
passionately loved by their 
own supporters (average 
home. attendance in 
European matches was well 
above 80,000),. but hated by 
everybody else. And who 
have been more committed 
to cut the red and white 
scalp than neighbours 
Partizan Belgrade? 

This bitter rivalry, not 
without a political and social 
contest;.has not died in 
recent seasons. 

During the muddy horror 
of the civil war surrounding 
rump Yugoslavia, Partizan 
comfortably won two 
championships in a row. Red 
Star claimed that the club's 
objective was “to retain the 
title when it really matters” 
with the liftings of sports 
sanctions on Serbia and 
Montenegro in sight. 

The war meant Red Star 
lost the chance to compete 
in European competition and 
a lot more besides. Club 
director Viadimir Cvetkovic 
says: “IH the international 
blockade had not been 
implemented, we would 
have kept our European 
Champions team together 
for at least two or three 
seasons. And | am sure we 
would have won more 
trophies. We not only have 
lost the chancé to compete, 
we also lost about $90million 
in tickets, sponsorship and 
TV contracts.” 

With only two players, 
Milojevic and Adzic, 
remaining from 1991, and 
with other transferred 
worldwide (Lekovic,

Red Star and Partizan faced 
each other four times. The 
last and decisive derby, 
played on May 6, in front, of 
a 92,500 capacity crowd — 
which Red Star won 2-1 — 
was significant in many 
ways. 

It showed how imminent 
the Yugoslav football revival 
is, and what a tremendous 
spirit, talent and strength in 
depth there is in the new 
Red Star squad. 

The leading fixture in the 
club's rebirth is their coach, 
Ljubomir Petrovic, now in his 
second spell with the club. 
Tough, cold-minded, 
aggressive, almost ruthless, 
he knows how to make 
difficult decisions. No player

was allowed to feel secure. 
everybody had to be 
physically, technicaliy and 
mentally fit for the task. 

Highly-versatile sweeper 
Stojkovski, stopper Djorovic, 
playmaker Petkovic and 
midfielders Perovic and 
Krupnikovic, have formed 
the axis on which Petrovic 
has based his new team. Up 
front, one of the most 
exciting young strikers in 
Europe, Darko Kovacevic, 
has made and scored 
almost all the vital goals, 27 
in total. 

Kovacevic, only 21, was a 
real bargain at only 


$900,000 from Proleter 
Zrenjanin in June 1994. He 
has proved to be a natural 
opportunist and a lethal 
finisher, a modern centre- 
forward with power, 
elegance, pace and 
balance. Of course, there is 
still room for improvement, 
and the best of him, as well 
as of the others, is yet to 
come. 

Although Red Star won 
their 14th Yugoslav Cup and 
20th Yugoslav championship 
with only one defeat in 18 
Division A matches, director 
Dragan Dzajic reckons that 
their superiority in the 
domestic game does not 
mean the new team are 
strong enough to be a force 
in European football. 

At least, not yet. 

He says: “The Yugoslav 
League is not what it used to 
be, and few of our players 
have made names for 
themselves on the 
international stage, although 
their youth and growing 
confidence suggests fame 
may not be long in coming.”

McMurtrie was one of the 
original squad members of

Originally under the 


guidance of Connie Selby, 
the program has recently 
come under the direction of 
former NSL player Greg 
Brown, with Selby remaining 
as assistant. Brown has 
added the females to his 
duties with the boys’ 
program. McMurtrie along 
with fellow Queenstanders 
Sonia Gegenhuber and 
Kaylene Janssen trained with 
the boys leading up to the 
World Cup. 

With State training now 
also on the agenda, 
McMuttrie, who lives in 
Ipswich, currently trains four 
days a week with a further 
day working on eights. The 
Academy players of course 
have the benefit of the QAS 
facilities.

The QAS team competes 
in the local Brisbane 
competition.

McMurtrie originally 
took up soccer because of a 
rivalry with her older 
brother. She tried very hard 
at ballet, but found it wasn’t 
for her. After following her 
brother around many a 
soccer field, she then decided 
to take up the game herself 
at age 11. 

McMurtrie first gained 
selection in the Australian 
Junior Squad in 1990 before 
progressing to the Youth 
side two years later. In 1994 
she made her senior 
international debut: against 
Russia in her home State. 

For a player still in her 
teens, McMurtrie has already 
been granted some 
impressive awards. Last year 
she was named QWSA Player 
of the Year, and was further 
honoured to receive one of 
two Junior Sportswomen 
Encouragement awards along 
with world record swimmer 
Rebecca Brown at the 
prestigious Queensland 
Sportswoman of the Year 
awards night. 

The highlight of 
McMurtrie’s career is the 
World Cup. “Nothing you 
can say can top that, Also 
when we qualified was the 
most unbelievable feeling, to 
know we’d actually made it 
— one of the top 12.” 

Her ambitions are to be in 
the starting teams for the 
1999 World Cup, and then 
the 2000 Olympics. Louise 
looks to be right on track to 
achieve just that.

Time to st the memory 


elgium tried to bury 

the memory of one of 
soccer’s worst disasters 
last week with the 
opening of a new $A38 
million sport stadium on 
the site of the Heysel 
disaster in which 39 
People died (see story 
below right). 

More than 10 years after 
the carnage at the European 
Cup final match between 
Liverpool and Italian team 
Juventus, a state-of-the-art 
professional sports ground 
has arisen on the site of the 
tragedy. 

Even the name has been 
changed to try to break the 
link with the infamous 
terrace stampede on May 
29 1985, when hundreds of 
Liverpool fans charged the 
Juventus supporters. 

Crowds of panicking 
spectators fled across the 
terraces just before the 
match started and were 
crushed in a corner when a 
retaining wall collapsed 
under the strain. 

Although the Liverpool 
fans faced most of the 
blame for the catastrophe, 
the dilapidated state-of an 
unsuitable venue and lax 
scrutiny - over the 
segregation of rival fans 
were also criticised in the 
political and judicial 
inquests which followed. 

Of the 39 fans who died 
that night, 32 were Italian 
supporters who fled across 
the terraces to escape the 
Liverpool fans, four were 
Belgians, two were French 
and the 39th was British — 
a European Commission 
official attending his first- 
ever football match at the 
invitation of a friend.

The game went ahead as 
the victims’ bodies were 
piled up and fleets of 
ambulances ferried the 
injured to hospital - 
Officials feared a worse riot 
if the event was called off. 

The carnage left a 


section of the terraces like 
@ battlefield, with bodies, 
tattered clothing and shoes 
scattered everywhere. 
Concrete protection 
barriers simply gave way 
under the pressure. But 
fans in other parts of the 


ground were unaware of 
the scale of the horror and 
concentrated on a match 
which ended with Juventus 
winning 1-0 with a penalty. 
There were no Italian 
celebrations, however, as 
word of the deaths spread 


Rioting mars 
opening of stadium 


Ree police detained 
about 300 German 
supporters after violence 
fiared before a friendly match 
to inaugurate a new stadium 
on the site of Brussels’ ill- 
fated Heysel arena, 

The disturbances Jast week 
were an unwelcome echo of 
the night in 1985 when 39 
people were killed in rioting 
before the European Cup final 
between Liverpool and 
Juventus at the Heysel. 

The new King Baudouin 
stadium, named after 
Belgium's late king, was 
opened by his widow Queen 
Fabiola at a ceremony before 
the friendly between Belgium 
and Germany. 

The police crackdown 
against the unruly fans spared 
the Belgian union, which 
organised the match to 
celebrate its 100th 
anniversary, the humiliation of 
crowd trouble in its new arena. 

No incidents were reported 
outside the ground during the 
match but police stepped in 
quickly to avoid a clash 


between Belgian and German 
fans after the final whistle. 

“The Belgians had left the 
stadium just before the end of 
the match to try and mix with 
the Germans but we drove 
them back just in time,” a 
police officer said. 

“They did not want to meet 
for a cup of tea,” he added. 

Earlier, police charged a 
group of German fans in the 
streets near Brussels’ Grand 
Place before the match and 
detained 25 people. 

In a separate incident 27 
Germans were arrested after 
they began throwing chairs 
from pavement cafes, while 
five others were held after 
ransacking a shop. 

About 100 fans were 
arrested behind the stadium 


after they tried to charge 
Belgian supporters. 

Police said about 30 fans 
would be charged with violent 
conduct, vandalism or drug 
offences. 

After the match police in 
riot gear, backed by armoured 
vehicles, surrounded a group 
of nearly 500 Germans and 
escorted them from the 
stadium on the outskirts of 
Brussels to the railway station. 

Worried parents summoned 
their children indoors as the 
German fans were herded 
towards the station. Most of 
the fans were quickly put on a 
train to Aachen in Germany. 

Police captain Jo De 
Cuyper said some fans had 
clearly come to Brussels set on 
causing trouble. 


Six had been found with gun 
shields. 

“Normal fans don’t carry 
things like these,” he said. 

Three others had special 
gloves for tearing down barbed 
wire. 

Thomas, a lanky 21-year- 
old German fan, told 
reporters: “I'm a hooligan. I 
came here to box and watch 
the game.” 

De Cuyper said German 
police had tipped off their 
Belgian counterparts that 600 
known hooligans would 
probably travel to Brussels for 
the match. 

Belgian police called in 700 
officers to deal with the 
situation, he said. 

The last time the German 
team visited Brussels, for a 
European championship 
qualifier match in 1991, nearly 
600 German fans were 
detained after going on a 
rampage, 

In the friendly, Germany 
beat Belgium 2-1 in a hard- 
fought contest.

The Belgian FA has not 
played host to a UEFArem 
match since then, and ls 
for years afterwards 
the Heysel stadium 
was used only for track 
and field events after 
stop-gap safety 
improvements. More 
recently Belgian clubs 
have played home games 
there. 

The inauguration of the 
new complex, re-named 
the King  Baudouin 
stadium, will attempt to 
draw a line under the 
tragedy. 

The opening, which 
comes 65 years to the day 
since the original Heysel 
stadium opened, will reveal 
a thoroughly modern 
ground which will hold 
fewer supporters than 
before but in greater 
comfort and security in an 
all-seat, safety-conscious 
setting. 

The standing-only terraces 
have been replaced by 
comfortable seating and a 
Toof over the heads of up to 
40,000 spectators. 

Only the 1930 entrance to 
the ground has been 
preserved from the original. 

The disaster stayed in the 
news for years afterwards 
as Belgian authorities 
painstakingly assembled 
evidence against Liverpool 
fans and finally won the 
extradition of the alleged 
culprits to face trial. 

They were singled out on 
the basis of police video 
recordings of the terrace 
violence and were extradited 
in September 1987. 

Tt was not until October 


ground 


1988 that the trial of the 26 
fans began. But attempting 
to apportion blame proved 
complex and in some cases 
impossible - 80 courtroom 
sessions later, in April 
1989, 14 Liverpool fans 
were found guilty and given 
three-year jail sentences, 
But they were released 
and sent home 
immediately, along with 
their acquitted co-accused, 
because of the long months 
they had spent on remand. 
Heysel became an 
informal tourist attraction 
after that, with British 
visitors to Brussels heading

can Peter Beardsley, the 
Peter Pan of football, go on 
for? “I honestly believe the 
best is yet to come,” admits 
the Newcastle skipper. “I 
don’t think I have ever been 
so excited at the start of pre- 
season training. The club 
have made some fantastic 
signings and I believe this is 
the best chance we have of 
winning the title. I 
desperately want to get my 
hands on the Premiership 
trophy.” 

Beardsley continues to 
confound the critics and at 
34 has just signed a new 
three-year contract that 
effectively ties him to 
Newcastle United for the rest 
of his career. Newcastle 
manager Kevin Keegan 
reckons Beardsley is the 
most inspirational player he 
has ever seen. 

“T get a lot of stick from 
the lads because every time 
he scores I think it’s his best 
goal,” admits Keegan. 

“The Jads at the club really 
Tib me about it!” 

But can Beardsley 
Tealistically play beyond 37? 
“As far as I'm concerned he 
will play in my team as long 
as I am manager,” says 
Keegan. “He's so dedicated 
that there are times I have to 
fell him to slow down. But as 
a role model, you can’t beat 
him! I tell all the young lads 
to go and watch Beardsley 
train because I could sit for 
an hour and tell them things, 
but he shows them how to be 
a professional footballer in 
everything he does.” 

But if you’re inclined to 
believe the admiration is all 
one-way traffic, forget it. 
Beardsley has played under 
some of the top managers in 
the game, including Kenny 
Dalglish, Ron Atkinson, 
Graham Taylor, Terry 
Venables and Howard 
Kendall, but he rates Keegan 
as the best of the bunch. 

“He’s a friend, an agent 
and a manager,” says Peter, 
“T ask his advice on all sorts 
of things. To be honest I 
don’t have an agent and with 
Kevin Keegan I don’t need 
one. In many respects he’s 
been like a dad to me.” 

And with Keegan and son 
still turning on the style at St 
James’ Park, it would be an 
ill-considered move to bet 
against Newcastle for the 
1995-96 Premiership title. 


CAN NEW- 
CASTLE REALLY 
TAKE THE TITLE? 

“Just look at the signings 
we've made, three players at 
$24 million, it’s got the 
whole city buzzing. A few 
years ago we could never 
afford to spend that sort of 
money but the manager has

Oidest club 
yearns success 


‘otts County were 
Nee! in 1862 as a 

gentleman’s sporting 
club. They are the oldest 
football club in the country. 
They first played football at 
Park Hollow before moving 
to various grounds, including 
Trent Bridge, until finally 
moving to Meadow Lane in 
1910, 

In 1885/86’s first round 
FA Cup clash County 
defeated Rotherham 15-0. 
County made the fifth round 
that year. In 1889 the club 
were founder members of 
the Football League. 

They finished second last 
in that first season. In 
1890/91 Notts County 
finished third in Division 
One. That season also saw 
them lose to Blackburn 
Rovers in the FA Cup final. 

On the 10.12.1891 Harry 
Curshaw scored nine goals 
for County in an FA Cup 
clash with Wednesday 
Strollers. In 1893 County 
were relegated*out of 
Division One for the first 
time. 

The following season 
County defeated Burnley,

Burton, Nottingham Forest, 
and Blackburn Rovers to set 
up a final against Bolton in 
the FA Cup. 32,000 people 
saw a perfect display by 
Notts County and the final 
score was 4-1 to County, 
Logan scoring a hat-trick, 
County appeared in the 
promotion test matches in 
1894 and 1895 but were not 
promoted. 

Tn 1897 they won Division 
Two and the test matches 
and so were finally 
promoted. 

Season 1897/98 saw a 
remarkable finish as five 


ounty 


teams ended up equal last on 
24 points, including Notts 
County, 

County survived due to a 
better goal difference than 
three of the other sides. They 
had played four games in the 
last six days of the season, 
three away from home, and 
won three ofthem. — - 

In 1900/01 County 
equalled their highest ever 
finish of third in Division 
One. 

County came last in 1905 
but as the league expanded 
the following season they 
remained in Division One. In 


1907 and’ 1908 they avoided 
relegation by.a place, but 
were finally relegated after 
coming last in 1913. Notts 
County won Division Two at 
the first attempt. 

The army tock over 
Meadow Lane for WWI. In 
1919/20 Notts County were 
again relegated. 1920 saw 
County play their first FA 
Cup game at Meadow Lane, 
10 years after they had 
moved into the ground. 

A combination of bad 
draws and WWI had seen 
this situation occur. Notts 
won Division Two in 1923 
and lasted in Division One 
until coming last in 1926. 

The following season also 
saw a fair share of defeats for 
County, one a 1-9 loss to 
Portsmouth. Incredibly this 
has been the score against 
County on three occasions, 
for Blackburn (1889) and 
Aston Villa (1930) have also 
won9-l, 

Tn 1930 Notts County 
came last and entered 
Division Three South. They 
won the division on the first 
attempt, Tom Keetley 
scoring 41 goals for the club, 


39 in the league, that season. 
1935 saw County again come 
last in Division Two and this 
time they remained in 
Division Three South until 
after the war. 

During WWII the ground 
was bombed quite severely. 
In 1946/47 Meadow Lane 
was flooded, prisioners of 
war helping to fix the 
ground. 

On the 15.1.1949 Notts 
County defeated Newport 
County 11-1. 

‘The following season they 
took out Division Three 
South by seven points. In 
1955 47,310 people came to 
Meadow Lane to watch 
Notts County play York 
City in an FA Cup sixth 
round clash. York upset 
County, winning 1-0, 

In 1958 County were 
relegated into the new 
Division Three, and the 
following season were 
telegated again. 

In Division Four for the 
first time County came 
second to win promotion. 
That season they scored a 
club record 107 league goals. 
In 1963/64 they made the

The transfer - of 
Ukrainian player Andrei 
Kanchelskis was finally 
completed last week after 
Everton agreed to pay half 
of the cash demanded by 
his former Ukrainian club 
Shakhtyor Donetsk. 

His $410.46 million move 
from Manchester United hit 
the rocks last month when 
Shakhtyor Donetsk 
demanded a sell-on fee of 30 
per cent — a sum of about 
$A2.38 million. 

United called off the deal 
and recalled the winger to 
Manchester. But Kanchelskis 
fefused to comply and trained 
on his own. He vowed never 
to play for the club again 
after clashes with manager 
Alex Ferguson. 

But Everton continued to 
press for. the deal to go 
through and took the casé to 
the English Football 
Association for arbitration. 
Today, perseverance paid 
dividends. 

Manchester United said in 
a statement: “Agreement has 
been reached with Everton 
for the transfer of Andrei 
Kanchelskis for a cash 
consideration of five million 
pounds.” 

The statement confirmed 
the demand made by the 
Ukrainian club and added: 
“Manchester United is still in 
discussion with Donetsk 
regarding this matter. 
Everton has agreed to 
indemnify Manchester United 
in respect of 50 per cent of 
any payment made to 
Donetsk up to a maximum 
amount of 0.55 million 
pounds ($A 1,150,000).” 


Time for Ferguso 


to laugh at critics 


efore last weekend 
Bez had 

suggested 
manager Alex Ferguson 
should lock the gates at 
Old Trafford to stop any 
More stars leaving. 

But Ferguson was 
laughing at the critics after 
his young Manchester United 
side gave Wimbledon its first 
defeat of the soccer season in 
the premier league. 

“Wimbledon are such a 
powerful team and it was a 
great experience and 
occasion for our younger 
players today but they all 
came through it,” Ferguson 
said. 

“Games like today will 
help them because playing 
Wimbledon is a test. It’s 
almost like an initiation as a 
man.” 

With Mark Hughes, Paul 
Ince and — finally — Andrei 
Kanchelskis gone elsewhere, 
Eric Cantona suspended and 
Ryan Giggs injured, United 
has been relying largely on. 
untested youngsters for the 
early part of the season. 

Ferguson’s faith in his raw 
talent seemed misplaced 
when the side, which just 
missed out on a third 
consecutive title last season, 
was thrashed 3-1 at Aston 
Villa on the opening day of 
the season. But the retum of 
$A14.64 million striker 
Andy Cole after shin splints 
surgery, proved just the 
boost the youngsters needed, 

Cole scored United’s 
second goal in their 3-1 win, 


between two strikes by Irish 
international Roy Keane. 

“Tt was an exceptionally 
good goal,” said Ferguson of 
Cole’s effort. “He turned his 
marker twice and hit a shot 
that no “keeper could expect 


to get near,” 

Of Keane, Ferguson said: 
“He has confirmed all the 
things I’ve said about him, 
He’s giving us a goal threat, 
he’s making some great runs 
through the middle and has 
the stamina to keep going.” 

United fans were 
devastated by the exodus 
from Old Trafford during the 
close season. Ince packed his 
bags for Milan, Hughes 
headed south to Chelsea and 
Russia international 
Kanchelskis demanded a 
transfer to Everton which 
was finalised only on Friday, 


Ferguson chased Cantona 
to Paris to persuade him to 
take back a shock transfer 
Tequest but the Frenchman 
Temains suspended until 
September 30 for attacking a 
fan last January. 

But after Saturday's 
performance Wimbledon 
manager Joe Kinnear judged 
United still to be impressive 
opponents despite the dearth 
of star names. 

“They've got some 
exciting kids. United have 
lost a few players but they're 
still a force to be reckoned 
“with,” Kinnear said.
